Humbled automakers back in Washington 
this week with revised pleas for federal help

Detroit's automakers, making a second 
bid for $25 billion in funding, presented 
Congress with plans Tuesday to restruc- 
ture their ailing companies and provide 
assurances that the funding will help 
tliem survive and thrive. 

And this time around, their C^EOs will 
be arriving by car, not private jet. 

General Motors, Ford and CZhrysler 
said they w^ould refinance their 
companies' debt, cut executive pay, 
seek concessions from w^orkers and find 
other ways of reviving their staggering 
companies. 

T he Big Tiiree executives also are 
offering a series of mostly symbolic 
moves to burnish their images, badly 
tattered after they arrived in Washington, 
D,C., last month on three separate 
private jets to plead for a federal lifeline 
for their struggling companies. All three 
companies offered separate plans for 
hearings that will be held Thursday and 
Friday 

“1 think WT learned a lot from that 
experience," Ford CFO Alan Mulally told 
T he Associated Press in an interview: 

Mulally said hed work for Si per year 
if his firm had to take any government 
loan money rhe company’s plan also says 
it will cancel all management employees' 
2009 bonuses, scrap merit increases for 
its North American salaried employees 
next year and sell its five corporate air- 
craft. 

Mulally left Detroit for Washington 
on Tuesday afternoon in a hybrid Ford 
Escape, and is coming by car for this 
week’s second round of congressional 
hearings on government help for the Big 
Three. GAl Chief Rick Wagoner will 
drive a CTievrolet Malibu hybrid sedan, 


THE BACKGROUND 

U.S. automakers are struggling to stay 
afloat heading into 2009 under the 
weight of an economic meltdown, the 
worst auto sales in decades and a tight 
credit market. General Motors, Ford and 
Chrysler went through nearly $18 billion 
in cash reserves during the last quarter, 
and GM and Chrysler have said they 
could collapse in weeks. 

spokesman Tony Cer\'^one said Tuesday 
And C^hrv^sler CEO Robert Nardelli 
won't travel by corporate jet, but a 
spokesw^oman declined to elaborate on 
his travel plans, citing security reasons. 

GM also said in a statement Tuesday 
that it w ill cease operating its aircraft ser- 
vices at Detroit Metro Airport. 

Meanwhile, the auto companies 
released new sales numbers that under- 
lined the punishing business environ- 
ment facing the Big T'hree. Ford said 
its November U.S. light vehicle sales 
rumbled 31 percent amid a continued 
slump in consumer spending and tight 
credit markets. Sales at Toyota, Japan’s 
No. 3 automaker, fell 34 percent despite 
its extension of zero-percent financing 
on a dozen vehicles. 

Ford unveiled its rescue blueprint on 
Tuesday, asking Congress for a $9 billion 
“stand-by line of credit" to stabilize its 
business, bur saying it doesn't expect to 
tap it. 

Unless one of Detroit’s other Big 
Three auto companies goes bust. Ford 
expects to have enough money to make 
it through next year without government 
help, it said in a plan that projected the 
firm w^ill break even or turn a pretax 
profit in 2011.

If you plan to park at a meter anywhere 
in Chicago, get ready to carry plenty 
of change: Rates will quadruple next 
month for most spots in the city 

At most meters, where a single 
quarter now buys 6o minutes, the 
charge will spike to $i per hour. And 
by 2013, it will cost $2 an hour to pai’k 
in those same spaces. 

The most expensive spots down- 
town will increase from $3 an hour 
to $6.50 in the next five years under 
a lease deal Mayor Daley announced 
luesday 

I'he S3-an-hour fee to pai k at prime 
Loop spots increases to $3.50, effec- 
tive as soon as Jan. 1. After that, the 
price goes up 75 cents a year through 
2013, when it hits $6.50 an hour. 
Elsewhere downtown, the Si an hour 
will double to $2 next year and hit S4 
an hour in 2013. 

In city neighborhoods, the rate 
jumps to $i an hour, with an extra 
quarter tacked on each year through 
2013, when the price reaches $2 an 
hour. 

City officials saicl rates on many 
meters had not been increased in more 
than 20 years. But the increases come 
on top of a blizzard of other recent tax 
and fee increases that make it more 
expensive to live and play downtown. 

After Cook County leaders pushed 
the sales tax in Chicago to 10.2^ per- 
cent— as high as any\vhcre in the coun- 
try — the city*s new budget includes an 
expansion of red-light cameras, more 
aggressive booting of cars with unpaid 
parking tickets and higher taxes on 


downtown parking garages and tick- 
ets to sporting events and shows, "i'hat 
trend wasn’t lost on drivers hunting 
for parking spots Tuesday 

“It just never stops,” said Mark 
Devino, who dashes outside his 
Lakeview pizzeria every two hours 
to feed the meter. “WeVe getting hit 
from every angle.” 

Despite the rate hikes, Daley hailed 
the parking meter plan as an innova- 
tive approach to surtdving the citys 
deepening budget woes. A private 
company has agreed to give City Hall 
an upfront payment of almost S 1.2 bil- 
lion to run Chicago's parking meter 
system for the next 75 years. 

Even that windfall won^t come close 
to solving the Daley administration^ 
budget problems, however. Daley 
projects shortfalls of at least $200 mil- 
lion a yeai' for several yeais to come.

The City Council’s Finance 
Committee is scheduled to debate 
the parking meter lease agreement 
Wednesday witli a final vote of the 
full council expected Thursday 
Aldermen have given quick and over- 
whelming approval to all of Daley’s 
groundbreaking privatization efforts 
in recent years, eagerly accepting 
enormous checks for long-term leases 
of the Chicago Skyway toll road (S1.83 
billion), downtown parking garages 
(S563 million) and Midway (S2.5 bil- 
lion).

The mayor’s plan for spending the 
parking-meter money is an about-face 
from a year ago, wEen he rejected the 
notion of using any of the money from 
the long-term lease to help deal with 
immediate budget gaps. 

On Tuesday Daley said S400 mil- 
lion from the parking meter deal wdll 
go into a long-term reserve, but S3 27 
million will be spent to shore up city 
budgets through 2012. Another $324 
million is headed tow^ard a fund offi- 
cials said “may be used to help bridge 
the period until the nation’s economy 
begins to grow" again.” The city also is 
earmarking SiOO million for programs 
helping low-income people. 

The winning bid for the parking 
meters came from a company formed 
largely by three infrastructure funds 
run by New York-based Morgan 
Stanley %vhich also won the lease for 
downtown city-nwmed garages in 
2006. 

The mayor’s nephew, William Daley 
Jr., works for Morgan Stanley and lob- 
bies state and Cook County officials 
on the firm’s behalf Morgan Stanley 
spokeswoman iMarie Ali said he had 
no involvement in the Chicago deal. 

The Daley administration said the 
winners merely offered the biggest 
check of any qualified bidder.

Hudson suspect charged 
a day after his arrest

First-degree murder charges were filed Tuesday 
against Jennifer Hudson’s estranged brother- 
in-law; whom police have targeted for weeks as 

the prime suspect in 
the shooting deaths 
of three family mem- 
bers. 

Held for more 
than a month on 
a parole violation, 
William Balfour 
was charged a day 
after ("hicago Police 
obtained a murder warrant in the deaths of 
Hudson’s mother, brother and y-year-old 
nephew, said Cook County state’s attorney’s 
office spokesw’^oman Ikiidra Simonton. 
Balfoor also was charged with one count of 
felony home invasion. 

Balfour's attorney said his client is insistent 
about his innocence. 

“It is scary as hell; he’s charged with terrible 
crimes that he adamantly contends he’s not 
guilty of” attorneyjoshua Kutnick said before 
the announcement of the charges, which he 
said he expected. Still, added Kutnick, “He’s 
exhibited to me, at least, the patience to let 
the process unfold.” 

Police Superintendent Jody Weis said 
diiesdav that Balfour has not confessed to the 
crimes, but he is ‘‘confident in the evidence,” 
w^hich both he and Deputy Superintendent

Steve Peterson declined to detail. 

T he bodies of Plud son’s mother, Darnell 
Hudson Donerson, and brother, Jason 
Hudson, %vere discovered in their South Side 
home Oct. 24. Seven-year-old Julian King’s 
body was found in an SUV three days later. 

All three had been shot to death. Police 
believe Julian was killed inside the SUV the 
same day as the adults, but “the exact timing” 
has not been determined, Peterson said. 

From the beginning, pohce have said they 
believed the slayings were “domestic related.” 
But until Monday they identified Balfour — the 


boy’s stepfather and the estranged husband of 
Jennifer Hudson’s older sister, Julia Hudson — 
only as a “person of interest.” 

On Tuesday, they reiterated that tlie 
slayings were domestic related, but would not 
elaborate. They would not say, for example, if 
they believed the boy was part of any dispute 
between Balfour and Julia Hudson.

When asked about the woman Tuesday, 
Peterson said she cooperated with police, but 
would not say what, if any information she 
provided. Nor would he say that detectives 
have linked the weapon to Balfour. 

Peterson did suggest that police are not 
looking for any other suspects, and that they 
think Balfour acted alone. 

“At this time it doesn’t appear that anyone 
else was involved,” he said.

Duffel bags stuffed with cocaine were deliv- 
ered by plane to an out-of-the-way suburban 
airport while two sheriff's officers provided 
security A police officer stood by to guard the 
cash and keep out the riffraff at a high-stakes 
poker game where Sioo,ooo changed hands. 

And a drug dealer was told squad cars 
marked '‘sheriff” and “sheriff's police" might 
be available on a “freelance" basis to provide 
protection for his deliveries.

In Illinois, the average cost of attending a public 
four-year college has jumped from 19 percent of the average 
family’s income in 1999-2000 to 35 percent in 2007-2008, 
and in Pennsylvania, from 29 percent to 41 percent.

Chris GHonna used to be embarrassed byhts 
cell phone. 

I'he director of operations for the 
Aquitaine Group^ who oversees five restau- 
rants in Uoston, kept his clunky old Sanyo cell 
phone hidden in his bag for fear of chortles 
and stares. The bulky blue rubber phone had 
served him well for five years. But Glionna 
worried that his old phone was sending the 
wrong message. 

“People who worked with me were saying 
'Dude, what’s with the paperweight? ThaPs so 
r9iS5/” the 43-year-old said. “1 even had [ven- 
dors] laugh at me.*’ 

Seeing more of his colleagues upgrade to 
sleek new smart phones — the name applied to 
il^hones, BlackBerrieSj and others that connect 
to the Internet— GHonna had enough of phone 
shame. He bought a BlackBerry in September. 

“In the end, 1 honestly thought the phone 
was hurting me/* he said, “I’m not an inse- 
cure person, but 1 was really insecure about 
my phone.*’ 

Mobile phones have increasingly emerged 
as personal signiHers and status symbols, 
separating the early adopters from the tech- 
nophobes, Mac users from PC fans, the flashy 
and fashion-forward from the practical and 
low-key. Technology trend watchers say the 


proliferation of smart phones has turned 
phone shame into an epidemic. 

“A lot of gadgets these days have become 
more of a style or status symbol,” said 
Steve Kidera of the Consumer Electronics 
Association. 

Now, “an iPhone is like the Rolex of 
phones/ he said, “You want people to see you 
on your iPhone or your BlackBerry to show 
your status.” 

As the number of people carrying smart 
phones climbs, those with antiquated mobiles 
are feeling a creeping sense of embarrassment 
over their late conversion to new technology 
According to the CEA, the number of iPhones, 
BlackBerries, and other smart phones has 
nearly tripled in the past year. In July 2007, only 
S percent of Americans owned smart phones. 
By July of this year, that number had soared to 
22 percent. A spokesman for the C^EA says that 
percentage should continue to climb with last 
montlVs release of another high-profile techie 
tool — the much-coveted Google Gi phone. 

'* You can tell a lot about a person by the kind 
of phone they carry’’ image consultant Doris 
Klietmann said. “If you have someone with 
a BlackBerry, you can usually assume they’re 
educated and they either earn a good salarj^ or 
they have an important job that requires them 
to be in constant communication. You can 


also assume that someone with a 16 -gigabyte 
iPhone also makes a decent amount of money 

and is someone who always has to have the

newest thing. People ’who have these phones 
are conscious of things like fashion designers 
and like to stay on top of trends.” 

Increasingly the type of cell phone we chat 
on — or text with — says as much about us as 
the wav we dress or the car we drive, accord- 
ing to C!^NE"r senior editor Kent German. 

‘'The cell phone is different from most 
other pieces of technology' because ids some- 
thing you use all the time and carry with 
you everywhere you go,” said German, on 
the phone from his office in San Francisco. 
(For the record, German’s currently testing 
a Sony-Ericsson C902, which isn*t available 
in the U.SJ “It’s really an extension of your 
personality and style, unlike a camera or a 
computer. That’s why you have the kiosks in 
the mall where you can get the plates, charms, 
and all those phone accessories.” 

C/aitlin Gallagher, a 32-year-old writer Irom 
Cambridge, Mass., found out the hard way 
how phones can be an extension ofyour style.

In this difficult economy, more young cou- 
ples are looking for ways to save on wedding 
expenses. 

Teddy Lenderman, an author and longtime 
wedding consultant in Terre Haute, Ind., has 
noted the growing concerns about wedding 
costs among her clients. 

“We just work at compromising and spend- 
ing chose wedding bucks where we can get 
the most impact,” said Lenderman, author 
of “The (Complete Idiot's Guide to a Perfect 
Wedding.” 

The average cost of a wedding is just under 
$29,000, according to The Wedding Report, 
a wedding industry market research group. 

But these days, Lenderman says, couples 
are more likely to haggle with wedding ven- 
dors. Still others are buying wedding supplies 
from online discount merchants and other 
wholesalers. And couples are doing a lot more 
of the work themselves, with the help of fam- 
ily members and friends. 

Here Lenderman offers a few tips for sav- 
ing money on a wedding: 

» Set a budget and stick to it. To do that, 
make a list of the items that are most impor- 
tant to you. If photos are really important 
and flowers aren't, hire a professional pho- 
tographer and have a single rose or a simple 
arrangement for the bride to carry. 

» Schedule the wedding on a Friday or 
Sunday Venues often cost less to rent when 


your wedding is not on a Saturday. You also 
could have your w^edding and reception at the 
same place. 

» Ask wedding vendors youVe dealing with 
for discounts. The worst thing they can say 
IS no. 

» If there is another wedding at your location 
that weekend, ask the other couple if they'd 
share costs for the ceremony flowers. Or use 
your ceremony flowers at the reception. 

» Use disposable dinnerware instead of china 
ajid glass. 

» Have a midafternoon wedding and serve 
cake and punch or champagne, instead of 
having a meal. 

» C^heck resale shops for gowns and tuxes 
that have never been wwn, or with minimal 
wear. Or consider less traditional attire that 
maybe cheaper. 

» Borrow items like the cake knife or toast 
goblets, the ring bearer pillow or flower girl 
basket. If the bride wears a veil, bonwv it 
or use vour mocher^s. Many of these items 
also can be purchased online at wholesale 
prices. 

» instead of spending money on individual 
favors for guests, make a donation to your 
favorite charity and place a nicely written 
note on each table, celling them “In your 
honor, a donation has been made to..,” 

» Alake use of talented friends who might 
be musicians, photographers, chefs or dress 
designers.
